Gas and Electricity, 

Since the introduction of the incan¬ 
descent gas burner, a new lease of life 
has been given to gas undertakings, ac¬ 
cording to the,-chief engineer of the 
Manchester- (England) gas works.

He says that gas has now 
been placed in the front row as the 
cheapest illuminant. The Manchester 
engineer shows that electricity, light.

He demon¬ 
strated that to produce a light of 1,000 
candle power it would cost 3.72 cents If 
gas were used and 30.1 cents if electric¬ 
ity were the illuminant.

Protection from Lightning.

The works are , 
under the pavement, and, instead of 
the time being indicated by a dial 
and hands 'as in the ordinary clock 
the hour and minute numerals re¬ 
volve as in a panorama before an 
opening in the sidewalk, which is 
protected by a heavy glass cover, 
only the hour and minute being 
visible. As nothing appears but the 
plain Arabic figures—as 9 . 42 , 4 . 27 , 
and so on, the numbers being four 
inches long—this timepiece arouses 
great curiosity, and there is often a 
crowd watching the flight of time, 
not overhead, as with other clocks, 
but under foot. Two years of ex¬ 
perimental labor was spent in the 
construction of this clock; and its 
cost when completed, was over $ 700 . 
Thousands pass this clock every day, 
step.on it, wa k .over it, many in their 
busy rush unconscious that they are 

trampling on ' tifne.—Technical

Southern Coast Rendered Impassable 
from Sand and Ice. 

During the past two years the Danish 
government has begun a careful topo¬ 
graphical survey of Iceland, a work 
never before undertaken except In a 
few parts of the island. The least 
known region is the southern coast, 
which is impassable in the summer 
time, owing to the immense quicksands 
and the inland ice masses pushing 
down from the mountains. Last spring 
as long as the frost kept the morasses 
and streams in a traversable state, the 
survey was pushed, and one of its re¬ 
sults wag to show that the highest 
point of Iceland is not tlip Oraefa Jo- 
kull, as hitherto supposed, but the 
Hyannadalshnur, the elevation of 
which is 6,953 feet.—Exchange. 

Skeletons Unearthed in Trenches. 

A curious discovery has been made 
in the course of some excavations that 
have been in progress in St. Martin de 
Re, in France. The excavators un¬ 
earthed trenches in which lay skeletons 
which .were presumably those of the 
citizens who fell fighting there in de¬ 
fending the town against the English 
in ^j 27. Among the skeletons was 
found a spherical iron bomb containing 
a moist black powder, whicu'wax found 
to consist of about a third of nitre, a 
third of carbon and a fifth of sulphur, 
the remainder being'iron oxide derived 
from the rusting of the iron shell.
